LIAISON Called John Nields, House 
Official Conduct Committee staff, concerning his inquiry for 
further information from CIA concerning the reported possible unethical 
onduct of a Member of the House International Relations Subcommittee on 
International Organizations (Fraser Subcommittee). Nields had 
received a blind memorandum on this matter, which he knew to be 
prepared by the CIA, included in the material that the Justice Department 
had forwarded to the Speaker for consideration of any action by the House. 

Nields has continually claimed that he knows positively that the Agency has other 
information other than that which was provided to the House. I had earlier 
indicated to him that the Agency had no further information of direct 
interest to the Committee other than that provided to Justice. I also 
explained that Representative Lee Hamilton (D. , Ind. ), a member of the 

Committee, had called and will be handling this matter 

personally. Nields agreed that he would defer his inquiry until a meeting
